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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed on 11/05/08 have been 
fully considered but they are not persuasive. Ito discloses a driving load determination unit which determines a driving load on the user who 
drives the vehicle (the processing unit 55 also receives outputs from the predetermined range or ranges for one or more of the various 
operating and navigating conditions 56. When a particular condition is detected to be outside of its predetermined range 56 stored in the 
control device 53, the processing unit 55 automatically displays on the variable display 15 of the displaying device 13 warning information 
regarding that particular condition (col. 4, lines 22-25) 

Morimoto discloses a storage unit which stores hierarchically structured first menu information, the first menu information comprising a 
plurality of the operation menus respectively registered in a plurality of tiers of the first menu information (col. 3, lines 57-67). 

Ito discloses (However, the operator's ability to change between the first and second displays 16 and 17 is subject to whether there is any 
abnormality in information regarding at least one of the various operating and navigating conditions of the vessel. If a particular condition is 
detected to be outside of its Predetermined range, warning information regarding that condition is automatically flashingly displayed on the 
variable display 15. If no abnormalities are detected, the operator may continue to alternately display the first and second displays 16 and 
17 by using the mode switch 39) (col. 4, lines 48-61 ).The operator initiates the function of switching between displays, but the control unit 
determines the operating condition of the vessel before the operator can be allowed to enjoy the requested operation; therefore, a period of 
time is considered before all the shifting operations can take place. In case of a normal operating condition, the operator is allowed to shift 
from one display to the next. Since Morimoto already teaches different operation menus with tiers of structural arrangement and function, 
Ito's teaching is used to overcome the timing to shift deficiencies in Morimoto. . 
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
